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Dr. J. W. C. O’Neal, one of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s oldest physicians and one of 
Gettysburg’s most honored residents 
died at his home on Carlisle street 
at 11:50 
Thursday 
night 
aged 
92 
years and 3 days. 
Dr. O’Neal’s excellent health with 
which he was endowed during a long 
and active life continued almost to the 
end and he was able to be about until 
a few weeks before his death 
During Dr. O’Neal's career as a 
physician he came into close 
touch 
with scores of Gettysburg 
families 
and these, together with his many 
other friends, held him in the highest 
esteem. He was beloved by many as 
was shown by* the earnest solicitude 
of his large circle of friends during 
the illness of the past several weeks 
which finally terminated in his death. 
For the greater portion of his life 
in Gettysburg he resided on Baltimore 
street but a few* years ago he gave up 
his home there in order to allow* the 
use of that section for the new federal 
building. Since then he 
resided 
on 
Carlisle St. Dr. O’Neal was success­ 
ful not only in his profession but in 
his affairs of business. He was pub­ 
lic spirited and progressive, taking a 
keen satisfaction in everything that 
made for the betterment of the tow’n. 
But his interests lay not here alone 
and he was widely known in the state 
I brough his membership in prominent 
organizations arid 
participation 
in 
other activities. He was uniformly 
courteous 
the typical 
“old 
school 
I'-fcntleman”—and his death means the 
'aas of one of Gettysburg s most es­ 
teemed residents. 
Dr. O’Neal was born in Fairfax 
County, Virginia, of Irish and Ameri­ 
can parentage. He received his classi­ 
cal education at Pennsylvania College, 
Gettysburg, and he later took up the 
study of medicine with I)r.John Swope 
of Taneytown, and N. R. Smith, of 
Baltimore. He attended the medical 
department of the University of Mary­ 
land and received his degree of doctor 
of medicine from that institution in 
1844. In the spring of that year he 
settled in Hanover which he made his 
home for five years, moving to Balti­ 
more in I HPJ. He finally came to Get­ 
tysburg in 1863 and made his home 
here ever since that time. 
He rendered valuable service to 
wounded soldiers at both Antietam 
and Gettysburg and enjoyed a large 
practice in this town and county. He 
was one of the founders of the Adams 
County Medical Society,its first treas­ 
urer and later 
its 
president. 
Dr. 
)’Neal was a member of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Medical Society and the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. He contri­ 
buted many valuable articles to medi­ 
cal journals and was widely recogniz­ 
ed as a physician of ability. 
For three years during his residence 
in Baltimore Dr. O’Neal was a com­ 
missioner of public schools in that 
city 
and during that period 
was 
vaccine physician of the Twentieth 
Ward. 
In 1877 and 1886 he was delegate 
from Pennsylvania to the Maryland 
State Medical Society; and for many 
years he was a member of the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Charities 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, taking office in 1883 and serving 
continuously for almost a quarter of a 
century. He was one of the delegates 
to the National Medical Association 
from this state in 1884 and his mem- 
liership in that body dated from that 
time. He also represented this state in 
the Thirteenth National Conference of 
Charities and Correction at St. Paul 
Minnesota, in 1886. 
Dr. O’Neal and Miss Ellen Wirt, 
daughter of Henry Wirt, of Hanover, 
were married in 1847. Mrs. O’Neal 
died a number of years ago and he 
leaves

children,

Mr. Gilbert was born in Gettysburg 
and spent his early life as a coach­ 
maker. He enlisted at the outbreak 
of the Civil W ar as drummer boy in 
Company K, 1st Pennsylvania. He re­ 
enlisted and served throughout the en­ 
tire war in this capacity being tra n s­ 
ferred in 1864 to the 190th Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Volunteers when 
the 
First 
Pennsylvania 
was disbanded. 
For 
many years he was one of the hest 
known battlefield guides in Gettys­ 
burg and his greatest delight was to 
tell stories of wrar times. Through his 
business of taking people over the 
field he formed a large acquaintance­ 
ship and he was widely known.

Washington, Pa., April 25.— The res­ 
cuers * *»2u ibk Iron) tho depths of the 
wrecked C incinnati mine of the P itts ­ 
burgh Coal company declare that the 
number ot d**ad in th*1 explosion will 
not run less than 120, with a possi­ 
bility that ttie number may he gieater 
than this. 
That the exact number of dead may 
never be known seems highly prob 
able, for the indications are that it 
will be impossible to reach many of 
the bodies.
